Ihe 1996 Tostitos Fiesta Bowl is 
exactly what the bowl alliance 
visionaries conceived in their mas- 
ter plan, a game designed to facil- 
itate a national championship 
every year. It does not get any 
better than this: undefeated No. 
1 Nebraska versus undefeated No. 2 
| Florida, with two Heisman Trophy final- 
| ists leading their teams. 

Yet at the same time, the 1996 Tosti- 
tos Fiesta Bowl is so much more. Alliance 
movers and shakers, which included 
the Fiesta’s Donald Meyers and John 

Junker, could only have dreamed for a 
| matchup as savory and as intriguing as 
the one at Sun Devil Stadium tonight. 

The game of the decade? History will 
| have a lot to say about that. But suffice 
; it to say the table is set. 

Nebraska (11-0) and Florida (12-0) have 
been cohabitants in very rarefied air this 
season, one in which neither has been 
ranked lower than No. 5 in the nation- 
al polls. Both teams remained undefeated 
| despite testing schedules, almost frol- 
icking past opponents who would have 
» done in lesser teams. 

| The Cornhuskers beat three teams 
| that finished among the top 15 in the 
Associated Press poll—Colorado, Kansas 
and Kansas State. Florida beat three 
teams that were ranked in the Top 10 
at the time of the game—Tennessee, 
Auburn and Florida State. No opponent 
was closer than 14 points to the Huskers, 
or 11 to Gators. 

Nebraska and Florida have the two 
' longest winning streaks in major college 
football. The Huskers have won 24 
straight, including a 24-17 victory over 
. Miami, Fla., in the 1995 Orange Bowl 
that gave Tom Osborne the first nation- 
al championship in his 23-year head 
coaching career at Nebraska. More- 
/ over, the Huskers are 35-1 the last three 
| seasons, losing only to Florida State in

the 1994 Orange Bowl. Meanwhile, 
Florida has not lost since the 1995 
Sugar Bowl, its only defeat in 19 games. 

Despite contrasting approaches, the 
teams feature two of the most prolific 
offenses in Division I-A. 

Subtle-as-a-combine, Nebraska is No. 
1 in scoring offense and rushing offense, 
and No, 2 in total offense. The Huskers 
set an NCAA-season record for average 
yards per rush (7.0) for a team that 
had more than 500 rushing attempts. 
Oklahoma (6.8 in 1974) had the previous 
record. 


Much is made of 
Tommie Frazier’s ability 

to beat opponents with 

his arm or his legs, 

but the Nebraska QB has 
risen head-and-shoulders 
above the rest by exercising 
sound judgement.

Pass-conscious Florida is No. 2 in pass- 
ing offense, No. 3 in scoring offense and 
No. 4 in total offense. 

Nebraska quarterback Tommie Frazier 
and Florida counterpart Danny Wuerf- 
fel—who finished second and third, 
respectively, in this season’s Heisman Tro- 
phy voting—define their position while 
at the same time celebrating the diver- 
sity of college football. 

Frazier, a senior, won the Johnny 
Unitas Award this season after going 
32-3 as a starter, and owns the school 
records for total offense (5,476

yards) and touchdown passes (43). 
His 6.2-yards per carry average this 
season is No. 2 in the nation. 

He is perhaps the best option quar- 
terback in the land, passing for 17 
touchdowns out of the Huskers’ I- 
Formation, while rushing for 14 
more. He has thrown only four inter- 
ceptions, a bad half for some previ- 
ous Heisman winners, and he has 
not been sacked this season. In a 
sport where an NCAA passing effi- 
ciency rating of 100 is considered 
average, Frazier’s stands at 156.14. 
“The thing I like so much about him 
is the fact that he’s got this com- 

petitive fire that pumps you up 
every time you look at him,” Husker 
center Aaron Graham said. 

To state his own case, Wuerffel, a 
junior, simply threw for 3,266 yards 
and a school-record and NCAA-high 35 
touchdowns in the Gators’ pro-style 
attack. Never mind that he took one Sat- 
urday off against Northern Illinois 
because coach Steve Spurrier wanted to 
give junior Eric Kresser some time. 
Wuerffel has a 21-3-1 record as a starter, 
owns five of the top eight passing games 
in school history and has an SEC-record 
75 touchdown passes with a year of eli- 
gibility remaining. 

And, while Wuerffel threw 10 inter- 
ceptions, his quarterback rating, 178.4, 
is the highest in Division I history, 
breaking a record held by former 
BYU quarterback and NFL star 

Jim McMahon.

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have seen in a long time. Because of 
that, Florida is capable of beating 
whomever it lines up against.” 

But Frazier and Wuerffel have hard- 
ly been the whole show. 

Huskers true-freshman I-back Ahman 
Green, who became an integral part of 
the offense after junior I-back Lawrence 
Phillips was suspended earlier in the sea- 
son, led the team with a schoolfreshman- 
record 1,086 yards rushing. He averaged 
7.7 yards a carry and had 13 of the 
Huskers’ 51 rushing touchdowns. 


e Nebraska has five players 
from the state of Florida, 
including quarterback 


Tommie Frazier of 
Bradenton. Florida has five 
from Bradenton, but none 
from the state of Nebraska. 


The Huskers’ defense has done its 
part, too. The unit ranks second against 
the run and fourth in fewest points 
allowed, has 32 sacks, 20 interceptions 
and eight fumble recoveries. Junior line- 
backer Terrell Farley was the Big Eight 
newcomer of the year with 62 tackles, five 
sacks, three interceptions and two blocked 
punts. He returned two interceptions for 
touchdowns. Rush end Jared Tomich led 
the Blackshirt defense with nine sacks. 

As for Florida, senior wide receiver 
Chris Doering has gone from walk-on to 
shoo-in All-SEC, Doering has 149 career 
receptions in a career that started slow- 
ly—redshirt in 1991, nine downs in 
1992. He has 43, 35, and 70 receptions 
in the last three seasons. His 17 touch- 
down passes this season tie him for the 
NCAA lead, and he had a scoring catch 
in 11 of 12 games. In addition, sophomore 
wide receiver Ike Hilliard’s stellar year 
included 15 touchdown receptions. 

And, though overshadowed by its 
powerful offense, the Florida defense— 
led by strong safety Lawrence Wright (109 
tackles), cornerback Anthone Lott, 
nickle back Ben Hanks and inside line- 
backer Dexter Daniels (four sacks) —has 
given up just 16.8 points a game and has 
accounted for 31 takeaways. 


e Although Florida was named 
No. 1 in 1984 by some polls, 


a win tonight would likely 
mark its first consensus 
national championship. 


Still, the leadership displayed by 
Frazier and Wuerffel is the key rea- 
son both teams dominated their 
opponents almost every Saturday. 
Nebraska and Florida combined to 
score more than 90 points the same 
day six times this season. Among the 
victims on those wild weekends were 
bowl invitees Tennessee, Auburn, 
Georgia, Kansas and Colorado. 
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Ben Hanks and the swarming Florida 
defense became as much of a big-play 
unit as the Gators offense. 


What took place on Sept. 16 may have 
been the tipoff. Nebraska scored 77 
points that day against Arizona State, a 
team that finished 6-5 and beat Cotton 
Bowl-bound Oregon in Eugene later in 
the season. Florida put up 62 points on 
Tennessee after spotting the Vols a two- 
touchdown lead. Looking back, one 
could have seen tonight’s matchup com- 
ing before the end of summer. 

Of course, anywhere you look, Nebras- 
ka is usually in the thick of things.

e Nebraska can become the 
first team to win back-to- 
back consensus national 
championships in the two 
major polls since Oklahoma 
(1955-56). 


since 1968, including back-to-back unde- 
feated seasons (1970-71) for the Huskers’ 
first two national championships. Tonight 
marks their third straight appearance 
in a national title game. 

The Huskers sport an NCAA-record 34 
consecutive winning seasons, and have 
been to an NCAA-record 26 consecutive 
bowl games. Their 29-game winning 
streak at home is the longest current 
streak in Division I-A. And their 35 vic- 
tories from 1993 ties an NCAA record 
for the most over a three-year period set 
by Toledo (35-0, 1969-71) and tied by 
Brigham Young (35-4, 1983-85). 

“That’s quite an accomplishment,” 
coach Osborne said. “A lot of these 
guys, the seniors particularly, have 
been a significant part of that. This 
year’s team is one that I will remember 
for many reasons, but I’ve been very 
gratified by the way they’ve focused.” 

While it seems as if only the names 
change in Nebraska’s parade of excellence, 
Florida has been in and out of the nation- 
al spotlight since the 1974 Sugar BowI, its 
only prior meeting with the Huskers. 

Spurrier, who won the Heisman 
Trophy as a quarterback at Florida in 
1966, has had his alma mater setting 
records since becoming head coach in 
1990. The Gators won nine games that 
year, then a school-record 10 games 
and their first official SEC champi- 
onship in 1991, before posting 11 vic- 
tories in 1994 and 12 this season. 

“Our team has set some high goals 
this season,” Spurrier said. “One of 
them was winning a bowl game, and 
another was winning the national 
championship. We’re not at the end 
of the season yet.” 

That’s four hard-fought championship- 
calibre quarters of football away. So, 
fasten your seat belts and keep your 
eyes on the action. This game is likely to 
be one for the ages. 
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Opposing offenses spent almost as much time going backward as they did for- 
ward, against Christian Peter and the Nebraska defense, which chalked up nearly 
700 yards in losses.

Professional Sports Publications copy editor Jon Cooper recently asked 
coaches Tom Osborne and Steve Spurrier a few questions regarding 


tonight’s championship matchup. 


Professional Sports Publications: 
Florida and Nebraska both have been near 
the top of the polls for many years, yet 
haven't met since 1974. Does that make it 
harder to prepare for this championship 
game? 

Spurrier: Obviously we've got a common 
opponent in Florida State, and maybe 
there is some other one out there over 
the years, but in the last few years FSU 
is the one team we both have played. It 
comes down to good preparation before 
the game and players making plays 
during the game. 


Osborne: The fact that we have not 
played Florida in recent years will not 
affect our preparation at all. We still have 
12 game films to look at and will prepare 
in our usual manner. 

PSP: How does Nebraska’s option offense, 
led by double-threat Tommie Frazier, compare 
to the teams Florida has seen this season? How 
do the Gators plan to contain it? 


Spurrier: We haven’t played a lot of 


option teams this year. Arkansas hurt us 
a little with the option early in the 
game before we made some adjust- 
ments. Certainly we’re going to pre- 


pare for it. [Nebraska] also just runs the 
basic plays very well. They've gota big, 
strong, excellent offensive line that 
can come off the ball and just knock you 
backward. They run that litle fullback 
trap up the middle, so it’s not just the 
option you've got to try to defend. 
We've got to try to defend an exceptional 
running attack. 

PSP: How does Nebraska plan to stop Flori- 
da’s potent “Fun and Gun” offense? 


Osborne: Obviously, if 1 had a specific 
plan that I thought would be particularly 
effective to stop Florida’s offense, I 
would probably not put it out for pub- 
lic consumption at this point. I believe 
that you always start with athletes; hope- 
fully speed and quickness will be a fac- 
tor. They have a great offense, howev- 
er, and it will not be an easy task. 

PSP: How have the Gators avoided a letdown 
after their streak of emotional games, includ-

ing huge wins over Florida State then 
Arkansas for the SEC Title? 

Spurrier: Our seniors, captains and 
other players set some goals before the 
season started. The biggest goal we try 
to impress on them as coaches is we’re 
going to play 13 games the best we can 
and when it’s all over we'll look back and 
see how we did. Right now we’ve played 
12 games, some of them not quite the 
best we could. Our team has set some 
high goals this year. One of them was win- 
ning a bowl game and another was 
winning the national championship. 
That’s just where we are, we’re not at the 
end of the season yet. 

PSP: How have Nebraska’s conference 
schedule and going in as defending nation- 
al champion helped the team? 

Osborne: | felt that this was one of the more 
competitive years in the Big 8 Conference. 
We had four teams ranked in the Top 10 
at times, and Oklahoma was close to the 
Top 10 for part of the season. Kansas 
State, Colorado and Kansas all ended 
up 9-2 and ranked in the Top 10. Hope- 
fully playing these teams along with peo- 
ple such as Michigan State will help us pre- 
pare for the championship game. 


PSP: What priority has Nebraska placed on 
recruiting quicker players? 

Osborne: We always attempt to recruit 
players with speed. That philosophy 
has not changed over the 23 years that 
I have been the head coach. We have 


probably been more successful in recruit- | 


ing players who can run in the past 
five or six years. 

PSP: What is the key ingredient Florida has 
that has pushed it to the brink of a nation- 
al championship? 

Spurrier: I would say our biggest key 
has been our senior leadership. We've been 
able to mentally prepare better for all of 
the games this season because of our 
senior leaders, and our captains set the 


example for the younger players to follow ‘ 


and to inspire the closeness of this team. 


PSP: Nebraska has lost only one game in the |

past three years. How do you rate this team 
against past football dynasties? 

Osborne: I really don’t know how to rate 
our team against other teams in the past 
who have won several games over a three- 
year period. I do know that we have had 


a great work ethic and have had players & 
who are very dedicated. Hopefully, this will |

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ebraska’s offense picked up many labels in the last 20 years. 

Notall of them were kind. “Dinosaur.” “Boring.” “Ineffective.” 

Many national commentators portrayed the Cornhusker 

offense as plodding, lackluster and ineffective against defen- 
sive speed. 

All of those negative descriptions faded with the arrival of 
quarterback Tommie Frazier on the Nebraska campus. 

Since his freshman year, the Huskers have rolled to a 32-3 
record, played in two national championship games, won one, 
and are ready for a third. Along the way, NU ground out five 
consecutive Big Eight titles and share the lead for the most 
wins in the 1990s. 

One reason for the success is offense. Simply, the option 
offense, with Frazier at the helm, has proven tougher to 
stop each year. 

The Huskers finished the 1995 season with the top rushing 
offense in the country, the No. 2 total offense, the top scor- 
ing offense and the No. | rating in the polls for the third straight 
year heading into the bowl games. 

Frazier was the key component behind a rebuilt offensive 
line and a wild year in the backfield. 

The Huskers went through no fewer than four I-backs, 
with freshman Ahman Green taking over in the last seven games, 
and preseason Heisman Trophy favorite Lawrence Phillips fill- 
ing in as a backup. 

Since four of the starting offensive linemen graduated, 
with three going to the NFL, it appeared Nebraska’s weakness 
might be in the line. But as Frazier said at the end of the sea- 
son, “Some guy asked me if I thought it was dumb to doubt 
our offensive line and I said, if you want to say dumb, that’s 
OK with me.” 

Frazier found time to post enough impressive victories and 
enough statistics running and passing that he became the Heis- 
man Trophy runner-up, and is the first option quarterback to 
rank in the final three in the balloting in the last 30 years. 

Frazier boosted his season passing statistics with a 56 percent 
completion rate for 1,362 yards and 17 touchdowns. He ran 
for 604 yards and another 14 touchdowns, and broke Nebras- 
ka’s 24-year-old record for total offense touchdowns set by Jerry 
‘Tagge of the back-to-back national champions in 1970 and 1971. 

“Tommie Frazier is our leader and he is going to take us to 
the promised land,” said Nebraska receiver Brendan Holbein, 
one of 15 players who caught passes for Nebraska this year. 
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Nobody knows ball control like Nebraska, whose 
offensive line, led by All-American Aaron Graham, powered 
the Huskers to a nation-high 400 yards per game rushing. 


“He seemed to find us even when we didn’t know we were 
open,” split end Reggie Baul said. 

Of course, the bread and butter of the Husker offense was 
on the ground, where Green finished with a school-freshman- 
record 1,086 yards and 13 touchdowns, and Phillips fin- 
ished with 604 yards and 14 touchdowns. 

“We had the complete picture on offense with the options, 
the power and the passing,” Frazier said. “When you see 
how much depth we have, how much talent we had on the field 
and how we did the same thing over and over, you have to agree.” 

Nebraska Coach Tom Osborne said it was the players and 
the execution that made the difference. “We really haven’t 
changed that much in our offense for the last 15 years or so. 
We just had the people to run it.” 

All-America center Aaron Graham, the only returning 
starter on the offensive line, said the challenge to win was 
enough to make this year’s Nebraska offense one of the best. 

“Last year, a lot of us were on the national championship 
team, but those of us on this year’s team wanted one of our 
own,” he said. “These guys wanted to prove themselves. I think 
they did.” «™ 
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Versatile defensive lineman Mark Campbell and the Florida 
defense have devoured opposing offenses all season, and 
have gotten stronger as the season has progressed.

| | between the hedges at Georgia, the Florida team bus 
)) | tuned in to a postgame Bulldog call-in show. Gator coach 
Ud Steve Spurrier loved what he heard from one caller. 

“One guy called in and said, ‘How come when Florida tries 
to pass, their receivers are running down the field wide open? 
And when we try to pass, they’re all over our wide receivers,” 
Spurrier said. “We haven’t heard anything like that around here 
in along time.” 

In the past, opposing receivers had been like the Florida 
receivers—running wide open. But there has been a remark- 
able change this fall in the Florida secondary. 

After finishing last in the Southeastern Conference in pass 
defense for three straight years, the Gators came on this sea- 
son to rank third in the league and 15th in the nation in pass 
efficiency defense. 

“We’ve really improved in the secondary,” Spurrier said. 
“We're covering guys this year.” 

This season, under second-year defensive coordinator 
Bobby Pruett, the Gators have taken a more aggressive 
approach in the secondary. The Florida defensive backs are 
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crowding wide receivers at the line and playing more man- 


to-man coverage. 
“We've changed our philosophy on defense,”

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Spurrier 
said. “We’re not playing any more of those soft zones (like 
last season) .” 

Down the stretch, 
with big plays. In the critical victory over archrival Florida State, 


the secondary consistently came up 
the Gators intercepted three passes in the fourth quarter. 

Cornerbacks Anthone Lott, a three-year starter, and Fred Weary 
have been aggressive and played with confidence in leading 
the secondary’s resurgence. An All-SEC performer, Lott has 
been UF’s most reliable cover man. He’s broken up 13 pass- 
es, intercepted a pass and been credited with 22 big plays. Weary 
has two interceptions and has been steady all season. 

Strong safety Lawrence Wright leads the team in inter- 
ceptions (three) and total tackles (109). 

Despite losing three linemen to the NFL, the defense has 
steadily improved over the course of the season. 

They were shaky in the opener, in which they gave up 
more than 400 yards to Houston and drew boos from the Flori- 
da Field crowd, the defense began to evolve into a team strength. 

Over the last six games of the season, the Gators have 
given up an average of only 263 yards of total offense a 
game. They were most impressive against FSU’s high-powered 
offense, holding the Seminoles to a season-low 322 yards. 

The Gators rank among the nation’s top 25 in every key defen- 
sive category: total defense, rushing defense, pass efficien- 
cy defense and scoring defense. 

The defensive line, anchored by seniors Johnie Church, Mark 
Campbell and David Barnard, has played a major role in the 
Gators giving up just 130 rushing yards a game. The versatile 
Campbell has started at end and at tackle, while Church is a 
fast, physical end. Barnard has been rock solid in the middle. 

Outside linebacker Ben Hanks has emerged as a play- 
maker and team leader in his senior season. Hanks, an All- 
SEC player the past two seasons, has started 46 games and made 
more than 300 career tackles. This season, he deflected 
eight passes, had five tackles for loss, forced three fumbles 
and had three quarterback hurries. His highlight of the 
season was a 95-yard fumble return for a touchdown in the 
SEC Championship Game against Arkansas. 

Inside linebackers Dexter Daniels and James Bates have 


combined for 159 total tackles. * 
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Ithough his playbook is voluminous, Florida coach Steve 
Spurrier insists his wide-open offense really isn’t all that

complicated. And, actually it’s not. Using a variety of for- 

mations, including four and five-wide receiver formations, 
Spurrier spreads opposing defenses to the breaking point and 
creates mismatches. 

Throughout Spurrier’s six seasons at UF, the Gators have 
consistently created situations where linebackers are forced 
to cover wide receivers, resulting in big plays and touch- 
downs. When teams try to defend the pass with six and 
seven defensive backs, the Gators have a mismatch in the run- 
ning game. 

Going against traditional theory, Spurrier uses the pass to 
set up the run. 

Ideally, Spurrier’s quarterback should know the offense as 
well as Spurrier does. He has to know how to read defenses 
and make good decisions on where to go with the ball. No one 
has a better understanding of the offense than junior quar- 
terback Danny Wuerffel. 

“Danny is running the offense better than anyone ever 
has around here,” Spurrier said. 

Wuerffel has flourished this season, setting an NCAA sin- 
gle-season record for passing efficiency with a rating of 178.4 
and leading the nation with 35 touchdown passes. He has com- 
pleted 210 of 325 passes for a school-record 3,266 yards and 
has performed best in Florida’s big games. He threw for 443 
yards against Florida State, 380 against Auburn and 381 
against Tennessee, and had a combined 14 touchdown pass- 
es in those three games. 

With great weapons at his disposal, Wuerffel and Co. set the 
SEC record for points in a season with 534 and set school and 
SEC records with 4,330 yards passing. The Gators averaged 
360.8 yards passing and 534.4 total yards a game, both UF 
records. 

There were only five receivers in the nation who caught 15 
or more touchdowns this season—and two of them are 
Gators. Senior Chris Doering, a former walk-on, caught 70 
passes for 1,045 yards and an SEC record 17 touchdowns, while 
Hilliard, a sophomore, caught 57 passes for 1,008 yards and 
15 touchdowns. Doering and Hilliard lead a receiving corps 
that is, arguably, the best in the nation. 

Sophomore Reidel Anthony is a big-play maker who aver- 
ages 15.3 yards on 24 receptions and freshman speedster Jacquez 
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Sure-handed wide receiver Chris Doering reminds some 


Florida fans of a former Gator receiver named Cris. 


Green is a threat as a receiver and runner. Green averaged 
28 yards a reception on 19 catches and averaged 13.3 yards 
a carry on reverses. He scored on a 51-yard reverse against 
Ole Miss. 

Although the Gator offense is best known for its passing, 
the ground game has been productive and one of the keys 
to an undefeated season. Florida has three capable tail- 
backs who have alternated at the position throughout the sea- 
son and produced 1,922 yards rushing and 18 touchdowns. 
Sophomore Elijah Williams led the way with 858 yards, fol- 
lowed by Terry Jackson with 780 and Fred ‘Taylor with 284. 
Fullbacks Dwayne Mobley and Jerome Evans rarely carry the 
ball, but have been instrumental with their ability to block. 

Wuerffel and the running backs operate behind a veteran 
offensive line that is anchored by All-America left tackle 


Jason Odom. Odom and left guard Reggie Green are four- 


year starters, while center Jeff Mitchell and guard Donnie Young 
have started the past two seasons. Red-shirt freshman Mo Collins, 
the line’s only newcomer, has done a solid job at right tack- 
le. Because there is no proven depth on the line, it was 
imperative the starters stay healthy this season, which, fortunately, 
they did.

Free safety Tony Veland and his Blackshirt mates had little 
trouble stifling opponents this season. 


y the end of the season, Nebraska’s Blackshirt defense 
was pitching shutouts, outscoring its opponents and 
threatening to take the spotlight from Nebraska’s 
potent offense. 

The Huskers, who lost seven defensive starters to gradu- 
ation last spring, shut out Oklahoma for the first time in 
53 years, held No. 10 Kansas to three points, limited No. 7 
Colorado to its worst offensive performance of the season, 
shut down then-No. 7 Kansas State and held the entire Big 
Eight slate to 84 points. 

The change to a 4-3 defensive front three years ago 
proved to be the catalyst to the Huskers’ soaring defense, 
which finished No. 2 in the country against the run, No. 
21 against the pass and No. 13 in total defense. In scoring 
defense, Nebraska finished fourth in the country. 

Fleet and dangerous defensive backs Tony Veland and 
Mike Minter anchored a secondary that included speedy 
senior Tyrone Williams and newcomer Michael Booker. 

The defensive front four, defensive tackles Jason and 
Christian Peter and rush ends Jared Tomich and Grant 
Wistrom, proved to be the foundation for Nebraska’s best 
defense in years. 
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“That front four played as well, maybe better, than any I’ve 
coached,” said Nebraska defensive coordinator Charlie 
McBride. “They came on so strong, and set up so many 
things for the rest of the defense, it was hard to keep track of 
how much they did.” 

Tomich, a junior All-American, paced the front with 12 
tackles for loss, including 10 quarterback sacks, while his oppo- 
site, Wistrom, finished with 15 tackles for loss and four sacks. 

Nebraska’s defense finished the regular season with 90 
tackles for loss, 20 interceptions and eight fumble recoveries, 
107 quarterback hurries, 32 sacks and 48 passes broken up. 

“People talk offense, but we know we played a role here,” 
said Christian Peter, the only senior on the defensive front. 
“It got to where the offense carried us for a few games, then 
we carried them. It’s a complete team effort.” 

“The defense has come on the last three years after the first 
four or five games,” Nebraska head coach Tom Osborne 
said. “They get into a rhythm and don’t give up as many big 
plays. Big plays had been killing us earlier. But they knew, and 
they showed, defense is critical to a great team.” 

“We put people in the places where they could line up and 
tee off and make a difference,” McBride said. 

The emergence of linebackers Jamel Williams and 
Terrell Farley, as well as the play of experienced lineback- 
ers Doug Colman, Ryan Terwilliger, Jay Foreman and Phil 
Ellis, produced the late-season surge that saw Nebraska 
outscore opponents by 576-150 and allow just 862 yards 
rushing all season. 

“We are still, and probably always will be, predicated on stop- 
ping the run and forcing the pass,” McBride said. “When we 
can get a team into the position where it has to throw, we can 
pin our ears back and let fly at the quarterback. 

“As the season went along, and our new people picked up 
the pace, we were able to disguise coverages, play man-to-man 
and zone and confuse a lot of quarterbacks.” 

Opposing quarterbacks hit 49 percent of their passes for 2,373 
yards and 14 touchdowns, but were thrown for 231 yards in 
losses, threw 20 inteceptions and held to a pass efficiency rat- 
ing of just over 100. 

“We can’t take anything away from our offense, but you know 
we had some pretty good numbers ourselves,” Peter said. “Maybe 
we picked up some of that explosiveness our offense has and 
tried it on our defense.” *B 
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here was something special about Nebraska’s special 
teams in 1995. Of course, there’s always something spe- 
cial about Nebraska’s kicking teams because head coach 
Tom Osborne believes the special teams are usually 
worth two or three wins a year. 

“We won the kicking game in every game this year and 
I think that’s part of the reason we beat everyone fairly 

handily,” he said. 

From the opening game, when Nebraska blocked a punt, to 
the final game of the regular season, when Nebraska had more 
than 230 yards of returns compared to minus-three yards for Okla- 
homa, the Huskers were on top of their kicking game. 

At the start of the season, it appeared that the Huskers kick- 
ing game would struggle. Last year’s punter/place-kicker 
Darin Erstad, considered one of the top kickers in the 
country, was the No. | pick in the major league base- 
ball draft. That left punting to redshirt sopho- 
more walk-on Jesse Kosch and place-kicking 
to true-freshman Kris Brown. 

“If we had a question mark, it was in the 
kicking game because we had two untest- 
ed people handling most of the chores,” 
Osborne said. “But they’ve turned out 
to be as solid as any we've had.” 

Brown, a freshman from Southlake 
Carroll, Tex., led the Huskers in 
scoring with a freshman-scoring 
record 97 points, kicking 13 of 16 
field goals and connecting on 


58 of 61 extra points. Twice he kicked three field goals in the 
same game, and connected on a personal-best 47-yarder. 

“I didn’t expect to be playing this year, much less handling all 
the kicking,” Brown said. “But as the season went on, I got more 
comfortable and now I feel like I’ve been around a long time.” 

Osborne said he is anxious to see Brown progress the next 
three years. “Kris has done a very good job this year and to expect 
more would have been unrealistic. He has done everything we’ve 
asked of him and that’s quite a lot.” 

On punting, Kosch, the son of former Husker Bill Kosch, who 
played on the national championship teams in 1970 and 
1971 at Nebraska, has been just as solid. 

His 27 punts for a 39.7 yard average, including a long of 74 
yards early in the year, were just what Nebraska ordered. 
Nebraska gave up a total of only minus-three yards of punt returns 
all year and only six punts were returned. 

“If you take away the one blocked punt we had against one 
of our backup punters, we would have led the country in net 
punting,” Osborne said. “As it was, we did awful well and 
actually got more than we could expect.” 

Beyond the nuts and bolts of kicking chores, Nebraska 
found two new stars on the punt return teams. Terrell Farley, 
a junior college transfer, blocked two punts and Mike Fullman, 
a transfer from Rutgers, led the team in punt returns with 21 
for an average of almost 14 yards a return. He scored on a 79- 
yard punt return against Kansas—the first NU punt return for 
a touchdown since 1988, 

“Basically, we're solid on punt returns,” Fullman said. “We had 

some trouble early with fielding some punts, but by the last 
half of the season, we were grabbing them and get- 


7, ting good field position with our returns. 


“The most important thing is fielding the ball 
and getting to the wall. The guys do it on kick- 
off returns and we do it on punt returns... 
The thing is, it seems to pay off pretty well.” 
As Fullman noted, the results can be thrilling as well 
as productive. 
Osborne agreed: “I'm not so worried about the excit- 
ing returns, although those are good, as Iam with 
being solid in every aspect of the kicking 
game. It has helped us in the past and 
we'll try to make sure it helps us in the 
‘ future. There aren’t many times 
™ when you win the kicking game 
that you don’t win 
the game.” 
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Place-kicker Kris Brown gave the boot to preseason doubts regarding Nebraska's kicking game, then finished the year with a

ball’s best kicking combinations the past two seasons. Shayne 
Edge punted for four years, while reliable place-kicker Judd 
Davis won the Lou Groza Award two seasons ago as a junior. 

Stevenson, who was booed in the first game of the season, 
ranked 10th in the SEC with a punting average of only 37.8 
yards. Most of his punts have gone end-over-end and lacked 
significant hang time. 

In Florida’s victory over Florida State, Stevenson set up a third- 
quarter FSU touchdown when he mishandled a snap and was 
tackled on his own 8-yard line. 

“Our punter is in what you would call a slump. He’s slump- 
ing,” UF coach Steve Spurrier said. “We just tell him to get 
the ball out of there and not get it blocked.” 
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Edmiston, a junior, has been unable to connect on key field 
goals this season, and has hit on only five of 11 attempts. 

“But we've got confidence in Bart,” Spurrier said. 

On the plus side, there’s no one more reliable when it comes 
to kicking extra points. Edmiston set an NCAA record for con- 
secutive extra points this season, going a perfect 71-of-71, break- 
ing the old record by four. 

Despite the shaky performance of Florida’s new kickers, the 
Gator special teams are a team strength. They have made numer- 
ous big plays, including blocking seven kicks, including 
four punts, two field goals and one extra point. 

Freshman wide receiver Jacquez Green, the fastest player 
on the team, has emerged as a punt-block specialist. He has 
blocked a school-record three punts this season, with all three 
blocks setting up touchdowns. 

“Our goal is to make something happen every play,” spe- 
cial teams coordinator Ron Zook said. “We’ve got a lot of good 
athletes out there who really love what they’re doing.” 

Florida’s kick coverage teams, led by strong safeties Tony 
George and Sam McCorkle and outside linebacker Carl- 
ton Pouncy, have been excellent. The Gators held teams to 
8.9 yards per punt return and only 19.2 yards per kickoff return. 
George lead the special teams in tackles with 34. 

The kickoff and punt coverage teams have shut down 
some of the nation’s premier return men this season, includ- 
ing Auburn’s Robert Baker, LSU’s Eddie Kennison and 
FSU’s Dee Feaster. 

Green and sophomore wide receivers Reidel Anthony and 
Ike Hilliard have been productive and dangerous kick 
returners. Anthony is UF’s leading punt returner, averaging 
an impressive 11.1 yards a return, with a long return of 52 yards. 
In addition, he averages 24.8 yards a kickoff return and is a 
threat to go the distance. His 90-yard return for a touchdown 
in the first quarter helped turn around the Auburn game. 
UF had trailed 10-0 before the return. 

Hilliard, one of the team’s best open-field runners, is aver- 
aging 44.5 yards on two kickoff returns. «m

he largest crowd in Fiesta Bowl history—74,91 1—witnessed a battle of the 
nation’s only undefeated football teams. Top-ranked Notre Dame and No.

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SR oink of America €4 Chapman fsuzu 


world record 75,000 rubber ducks 

were entered in the Eighth Annu- 

al Bank of America Fiesta Bowl 

Duck Race, but there was just one 

grand prize, and it happened to be 
an Isuzu Pickup. 

So after the 75,000 ducks waddled 
down the canal and the winning duck 
crossed the finish line, it was announced 
that Kate and Jack Myers of Scottsdale 
would drive away in the new pickup. 

The only problem was that Kate is six- 
years-old and Jack is three-years-old. It 
won't be until the next century when 
brother and sister can begin taking dri- 
ving lessons.

Ducks were made available to the pub- 
lic by calling the “quacking hotline” at 
276-DUCK or by stopping by any Bank 
of America branch office across Ari- 
zona, including branches in all Smitty’s 
locations. Anyone who opened a personal 
checking account at Bank of America had 
a duck adopted in his or her name for 
free by the bank.

Bill Baer and Carol Cavazos of Ari- 
zona 5/KPHO-TV were emcees for the 
event.

HUSKERS CORRAL COWBOYS IN PRIME-TIME STYLE 


he Nebraska Cornhuskers, ranked second by both major polls, 


opened defense of its national title with a convincing 6421 win at 
Oklahoma State in a nationally televised Thursday night game. 
The Huskers held a 6-0 advantage after the first quarter, then 
exploded. for 30 second-quarter points to take a 36-7 lead into 
intermission. The second-quarter outburst was led by junior I-back 
Lawrence Phillips, who scored on runs of 80 and 27 yards in the 
period. Phillips finished the game with 153 yards rushing on just 12 carries 
and scored three touchdowns. Quarterback Tommie Frazier displayed mid- 
season form, connecting on six of 10 passes for 120 yards and two touch- 
downs, while rushing for 64 yards and another score. The Husker offense, 
which added four more second-half touchdowns, piled up huge numbers, 
gaining 514 yards rushing and 671 in total offense. 
Defensively, the Blackshirt defense was solid, holding the Cowboys to less 
than 300 yards, despite wholesale substitutions late in the contest. The victory 
continued Nebraska’s amazing domination of Oklahoma State. The Huskers 
have not lost to an OSU team since 1961, a remarkable 34-game unbeaten 
string. It also marked Nebraska’s 10th straight victory in a season opener and 
21st consecutive victory in a conference opener.

or the second consecutive sea- 
son, Nebraska opened the year 
with two victories away from 
home, defeating Big Ten foe 
Michigan State, 50-10. Fresh off 
their romp of Oklahoma State, the 
Huskers wasted no time by jump- 
ing to a 10-0 lead less than five minutes 
into the game. Michigan State respond- 
ed with a touchdown to cut the lead to 
10-7, but got no closer the rest of the 
day, as Nebraska registered 10 unan- 
swered, second-quarter points to take 
a 13-point lead into the locker room. 

After Michigan State closed to 23-10 
midway through the third quarter, 
Nebraska’s offense kicked into high 
gear, scoring four touchdowns in a 
12-minute span to account for the 
final margin. 

Lawrence Phillips paced the Husker 
rushing attack, as he gained 206 yards 
on 22 carries and scored four touch- 
downs. Three other I-backs — Clinton 
Childs, James Sims and freshman Ahman 
Green — each picked up over 70 yards 
on the day to pace the impressive 
Husker ground game, which rushed 
for 552 total yards. In total offense, 
Nebraska racked up 666 yards, the sec- 
ond consecutive week the Huskers had 
surpassed 650 yards. 

Defensively, the Husker defense applied 
pressure to the Spartans all afternoon, 
limiting the Spartans to one field goal 
over the final three quarters. In addition, 
Nebraska sacked the quarterback four 
times, recorded an interception and 
recovered two fumbles. 
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Fullback Jeff Makovicka’s blocking and powerful running keyed a Husker rushing 
attack that gained 552 yards against Michigan State.

ECLIPSE SUN DEVILS 
IN HOME OPENER 


he second-ranked Huskers 
wasted little time jumping on 
Arizona State and rolled to a 
77-28 victory in their home 
opener. 
The Cornhuskers scored on 
their first play from scrimmage 
as senior I-back Clinton Childs 
romped 65 yards over left tackle to 
put Nebraska ahead 7-0. By the end 
of the first quarter, Nebraska had put 
the game away, having picked up 304 
yards of total offense for a 35-7 lead. 
Unfortunately for ASU, the Huskers 
were far from finished. 

By halftime the scoreboard read 63- 
21 and Nebraska had piled up 508 
yards of total offense. The 63 points 
were the most ever scored by 
Nebraska in a half and the 508 yards 
were also a Husker school record. By 
the conclusion of the game Nebraska 
had rolled up 686 yards, while eight 
different players scored touchdowns. 

The offensive fireworks were led by 
quarterback Tommie Frazier who com- 
pleted seven of 10 passes for 191 yards 
and two touchdowns and rushed for 45 
yards and two scores. The 191 yards 
was the third-best passing day of Frazier’s 
career, while the 292 yards passing by 
Nebraska were the sixth-best team total 
in school history. 

On the ground, Husker I-backs 
Childs and Ahman Green, each 
passed the 100-yard mark, as Childs 
posted 143 yards and two touch- 
downs and Green added 111, also 
scoring twice. The victory was 
Nebraska’s 10th straight in a home 
opener and its 24th consecutive vic- 
tory overall at home. 


Clester Johnson burned the Sun Devils for a team-high 129 yards and a touch- 


down in the Huskers’ scorching of Arizona State.

ebraska upped its record to 4-0 
and continued its assault on the 
No. 1 ranking with an impressive 
49-7 rout of Pacific. 

The NU offensive machine 
continued to roll, as the Huskers 
amassed over 700 yards for the 

day. From the opening drive the contest 
was controlled by the Huskers as they 
opened a 21-0 lead after one quarter and 
led 35-0 at halftime. Coach Osborne gave 


his starters much of the second half of 


the afternoon off, as players substitut- 
ed freely in the final thirty minutes. 

Nebraska picked up 569 yards on 
the ground, the seventh-best rushing 
day ever by a Cornhusker squad. 
Junior Damon Benning led the rush- 
ing attack with 173 yards and three 
touchdowns, while freshman Ahman 
Green added 113 yards and two 
scores. 

The game marked the 31st game 
all-time—and the second consecutive 
week—that Nebraska had two 100- 
yard rushers. It was the first time 
since midway through the 1991 sea- 
son that NU had back-to-back games 
with two runners over 100 yards. 

The Blackshirt defense proved 
equal to the task of its offensive 
counterpart, and completely shut 
down Pacific before the reserve units 
entered the game midway through 
the third quarter. The Tiger offense 
managed just 73 yards at halftime 
and finished the game with 197 total 
yards, with just 60 of it coming on 
the ground. In fact, Pacific did not 
cross midfield until there were less 
than seven minutes remaining in the 
third period.

FRAZIER, BLACKSHIRT 
DEFENSE TOO MUCH 
FOR COUGARS 


ashington State entered 
as Nebraska’s 
toughest test of the season, 
and after being given an 
early scare, Nebraska post- 
ed a 35-21 victory over the 


Lincoln 


Cougars. 

Washington State’s Frank Madu 
stunned the sellout crowd at Memorial 
Stadium with an 87-yard TD run in the 
first quarter, giving the Cougars a 7-0 
advantage. The deficit marked the first 
time Nebraska had trailed in five games 
in the 1995 season. But it didn’t take long 
for Nebraska to regain control of the con- 
test, as NU scored 20 second-quarter 
points to take a 13-point halftime lead. 

Leaving nothing to chance, Nebraska 
built a 28-7 lead late in the third peri- 
od and withstood two fourth-quarter 
Cougar touchdowns. 

Heisman candidate Tommie Frazier 
ran for 87 yards and two touchdowns and 
passed for 99 yards and another score to 
lead the offensive attack. True fresh- 
man Ahman Green led the ground attack 
with a career-high 176 yards on 13 carries. 
Overall, Nebraska picked up 428 yards on 
the ground and 527 in total offense. 

For the second consecutive week, the 
Husker defense limited the opposition 
to less than 100 yards rushing, as the 
Cougars gained just 72 yards, despite the 
early 87-yard TD run. Senior linebacker 
Doug Colman paced the Husker defense 
with six tackles, while rush end Grant 
Wistrom had five tackles, including four 
for losses of 16 yards. 

Nebraska’s victory was its 18th straight 
overall, the nation’s longest as Penn 
State was upset by Wisconsin later in 
the day. 


Due to the relentless pursuit of linebacker Grant Wistrom and the Blackshirt 
defense, the Cougar offense spent much of the day on the sidelines.

ebraska used its off week to heal 
bumps and bruises and to pre- 
pare for the Big Eight season. The 
extra week of preparation proved 
more than helpful as the Huskers 
blanked conference foe Mis- 
souri 57-0. 

The impressive Blackshirt defense 
completely shut down the Tigers, 
allowing just 122 total yards for the 
game, with just 39 coming on the 
ground. It was the first shutout for 
Nebraska since a 31-0 victory over 
West Virginia in the Kickoff Classic 
in the 1994 season opener and the 
first in a conference game since a 55-0 
shutout of Oklahoma State in 1992. 
The 
turnovers, giving Nebraska a season- 


defense also forced four 
best plus-four in turnover margin. 
Doug Coleman led the defense with 
eight tackles, while Outland Trophy 
candidate Christian Peter and Ryan 
Terwilliger each had seven stops. 

As evident by the final score, the 
Husker offense also had an outstand- 
ing day, led by quarterback Tommie 
Frazier. The senior standout rushed 
eight times for a season-best 71 yards 
and three touchdowns and complet- 
ed seven of 14 passes for 133 yards 
and two touchdowns. He accounted 
for a career-best five touchdowns, 
which broke the school record for 
total offense touchdowns with 64 (33 
pass, 31 rush), bettering Steve 
Taylor’s record of 62. Frazier 
improved to 26-1 as a starter in regu- 
lar-season games and 27-3 overall. 
Freshman Ahman Green was also 
solid in his first start at back, gain- 
ing 90 yards on 15 carries. 


Jason Peter and the Nebraska defense were simply too high a hurdle for Missouri 


to clear.

ebraska, ranked second the entire 
season, faced its first major chal- 
lenge as Big Eight foe Kansas 
State entered the game 6-0 and 
ranked eighth in the nation. 
However, the Huskers quickly 
jumped to a 35-6 halftime lead 
and defeated K-State 49-25. 

Nebraska special teams set the tone, as 
Mike Fullman returned a punt 79 yards 
for a touchdown less than five minutes 
into the game. After the Wildcats 
responded with a TD to cut the lead to 
7-6, Nebraska dominated the remainder 
of the first half. 

The Huskers built a 42-6 lead late in 
the third before substituting on defense. 
The Wildcats scored 19 unanswered 
fourth-quarter points, but fell far short. 
Heisman candidate Tommie Frazier 
had another outstanding day, com- 
pleting 10 of 17 passes for 148 yards and 
a career-high four touchdowns. 

The Blackshirt defense continued to 
be dominant as it held Kansas State to 
just 256 yards of total offense, including 
minus-19 yards rushing. The game 
marked the fifth-best rushing defense 
effort by the Huskers and the 15th time 
in school history NU had held an oppo- 
nent to negative yardage on the ground. 
The Huskers sacked K-State nine times 
for 82 yards in losses and posted a sea- 
son-high 19 quarterback hurries. 

The victory improved Nebraska to 7-0, 
marked Nebraska’s 20th straight win 
overall, its 32nd straight regular-season 
win, 28th straight home win, 27th straight 
homecoming win and guaranteed Nebras- 
ka its 34th straight winning season. 


Tight end Mark Gilman finished third on the team in receptions and proved just as 


capable handling the ball in the open field as he was handling opposing linemen.

n one of its most outstanding per- 
formances in the Tom Osborne 
era, second-ranked Nebraska went 
on the road and soundly defeated 
No. 7 Colorado, 44-21. Voters were 
impressed enough to move Nebras- 
ka past Florida State into the top spot 
in both the Associated Press and USA 
Today/CNN Coaches polls. 

The Huskers scored on their first 
offensive play and never looked 
back. In a near flawless showing, the 
Huskers committed no turnovers for 
the third straight game and no 
penalties in a game for the first time 
since 1976. 

Nebraska began its barrage in the 
opening minutes when freshman run- 
ning back Ahman Green took an option 
pitch from quarterback Tommie Frazier 
and raced 57 yards down the left side- 
line for a touchdown. 

Leading 24-14 late in the second 
period, Frazier orchestrated a per- 
fect drive to give Nebraska a comfort- 
able 31-14 halftime lead. Frazier 


played arguably the finest game of 


his career, as he passed for a career- 
high 241 yards and two touchdowns 
and ran for another score. He also 
tied Steve Taylor’s record for career 
victories by a quarterback, at 29. 

After the Buffaloes closed to within 
31-21 midway through the third 
quarter, the Huskers responded with 
two Kris Brown field goals, then 
scored a late touchdown for the final 
margin. 

Colorado finished the day more 
than 100 yards below its season aver- 
age in total offense and the NU 
defense also forced two turnovers. 


The Buffaloes had the misfortune of running up against a near flawless perfor- 
mance by Heisman candidate Tommie Frazier.

OFFENSIVE EXPLOSION 
BLOWS AWAY CYCLONES 


n its first week atop the college foot- 
ball polls, Nebraska rolled to a 73- 
14 victory. The Huskers rushed for 
a season-best 624 yards, second-best 
in school history. NU also racked up 
a season-high 776 total yards against 
the Cyclones, the fifth-highest total 
ever by a Husker team. 

The Huskers were nearly perfect on 
offense, scoring on its first 10 drives of 
the game and 11 of 13 overall. Nebras- 
ka did not punt on the day—the seventh 
time a Husker team has accomplished 
that remarkable feat. In addition, 
Nebraska went without a turnover for 
the fourth consecutive game. 

True freshman I-back Ahman Green 
raced for 176 yards on 12 carries and 
caught a six-yard TD pass from Tommie 
Frazier. With 997 yards on the season, 
Green broke Calvin Jones’ old freshman 
record of 990, set in 1991. 

Frazier continued his Heisman 
march, as he completed 10 of 15 
passes for 118 yards and two touch- 
downs and ran for 62 yards and two 
more scores. In the process, he tied 
David Humm’s Husker record for 
career passing TDs, with 41, and 
broke Steve Taylor’s Husker quarter- 
back record for rushing touchdowns, 
with 34. Frazier also passed Taylor 
for career victories as a starting quar- 
terback, as he improved to 29-1 as a 
starter and 30-3 overall. 

The Blackshirt defense also shone, 
holding ISU’s Troy Davis, the 
nation’s leading rusher, more than 
50 yards below his season average. 
Rover Mike Minter made six tackles, 
picked off a pass and broke up two 
others. 


Ahman Green ran as free as the wind, gaining 198 yards of total offense and scor- 
ing four touchdowns against the Cyclones.

ebraska locked up a share of its 
fifth consecutive Big Eight cham- 
pionship with a convincing win 
at 10th-ranked Kansas. Nebras- 
ka opened the scoring with a 
fumble recovery of a botched 
Kansas punt return in the end 
zone by Jon Vedral, then extended 
their advantage to 14-0 on Tommie 
Frazier’s one-yard touchdown run, set 
up by a Kansas fumble. 

At halftime, the Jayhawks held a 199- 
110 edge in total offense and had 
held the ball for six minutes more 
than the Huskers. However, Nebraska 
dominated the second half, as they 
opened with an eight-play, 58-yard 
touchdown drive. The Huskers added 
two fourth-quarter scores, including an 
86-yard interception return by ‘cor- 
nerback Mike Fullman, to provide 
the final 41-3 margin. 

Heisman candidate Frazier passed 
Jerry Tagge to claim the all-time school 
total offense record, with 5,313 career 
yards, and also broke David Humm’s 
school career mark for touchdown pass- 
es, with the 42nd of his career. Frazier’s 
streak of passes without an intercep- 
tion did end, as he was picked offin the 
third quarter, after going 100 attempts 
and 22 quarters without one. NU’s 
streak of 17 quarters without a turnover 
also ended in the second quarter. 

True-freshman I-back Ahman Green 
rushed for 45 yards, giving him 1,042 on 
the season. He became just the fourth 
freshman in Big Eight history and the 
28th in NCAA history to crack the 
1,000-yard barrier. The win was Nebras- 
ka’s third over a Top-10 foe in four 
weeks. 


First team All-Big Eight guard Aaron Taylor helped pave the way for Nebraska to 
lead the nation in rushing during 1995.

straight unbeaten regular sea- 
son with a shutout victory over 
archrival Oklahoma. The game 
marked the final Big Eight 
Conference contest as the 
league expands to the Big 12 in 
1996. Nebraska’s victory ensured a 
berth in the Fiesta Bowl and capped off 
a fifth straight Big Eight Champi- 
onship. The win was also Nebraska’s 
36th straight regular season win, NU’s 
23rd straight conference victory and 
30th straight in Memorial Stadium, 
dating back to 1991. 

Thanks to an inspired Blackshirt 
defense, the Huskers opening-drive 
field goal was all the points NU 
would need. Nebraska’s defense 
held the Sooners to just 51 yards 
rushing and 241 yards of total 
offense.

In the second 
half, the defense struck again, as 
safety Tony Veland scored on a 
57-yard fumble return for a 20-0 
advantage. 

The Husker offense scored its first 
touchdown early in the fourth quar- 
ter on a 38-yard pass from Tommie 
Frazier to wingback Jon Vedral. The 
Huskers capped the scoring with less 
than a minute to play when redshirt 
freshman Joel Makovicka scored 
from 17 yards out. 

Freshman kicker Kris Brown scored 
13 points on three field goals and 
four PATs, giving him 97 points on 
the season. That mark established a 
new freshman scoring record at 
Nebraska, one point better than 
teammate Ahman Green, and also 
set an NU record for points by a 
kicker in a season. Heisman candi- 
date Frazier extended his career 
total offense record to 5,476 yards 
and posted his 32nd victory as a 
starter.

Husker coach Tom Osborne, who in 
23 years on the Nebraska sideline has built 
a total program based on more than 
| just winning. 

The veteran Nebraska mentor owns a 
career record of 23047-3 for an .827 win- 
ning percentage, the best mark among 
active coaches, In 1994, Osborne cement- 
ed his place alongside the sport’s coach- 
ing legends as he added a national 
championship to his unmatched coach- 
ing record. He guided the Huskers to 


a perfect 13-0 season, capped by a 
come-from-behind 24-17 win over Miami, 
Fla., in the Orange Bowl—a victory

which assured Nebraska of its first 
national title since the 1971 season. 

The Huskers didn’t slip at all in 1995. 
Nebraska completed its third consecutive 
unbeaten regular season and will play 
in its third straight national champi- 
onship game. Nebraska became just 
the third team in collegiate history to 
post 35 wins over three seasons and 
would be the first to win 36 games in that 
span with a victory in the Tostitos Fies- 
ta Bowl. Osborne also led the Huskers 
to their fifth consecutive Big Eight 
Conference crown (his 12th) and their 
14th undefeated regular season (fourth 
under Osborne). 

Nebraska enters the Fiesta Bowl with 
24 consecutive wins overall, 36 straight 
regular season wins, 30 straight home 
victories and 23 consecutive wins in 
the Big Eight. 

One of only 15 coaches to surpass 
the 200-win plateau, Osborne’s 230 vic- 
tories rank eighth all time, third among

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active Division I-A coaches. He reached 
the 200-win milestone in just 249 games 
(21 seasons) with a remarkable nine vic- 
tories and a bowl appearance every 
season. 

Osborne kept the Big Red Machine 
rolling in 1995, as the Huskers led the 
nation in rushing for the 10th time | 
since 1980, and also topped the nation 
in scoring defense. Nebraska has ranked 
in the top 10 nationally in total offense, 
rushing defense, scoring defense and 
turnover margin. 

Osborne’s role in Nebraska’s success 
has not gone unnoticed. Last season, 
Osborne received numerous honors | 
for his role in Nebraska’s championship 
season. He was named national coach 
of the year by his peers of the American 
Football Coaches Association and for the 
third straight season was honored as 
Big Eight Coach of the Year. 

Osborne was also honored for his work 
on behalf of student-athletes and in the 
community as he was one of eight recip- 
ients of the 1994 Giant Steps Award, as 
selected by the Northeastern Universi- 
ty Center for the Study of Sport in Soci- 
ety. Osborne was also honored by the |

Orange Osborne also earned 
Fiesta national coach of the 


year honors from the 
Football News in 1983. 
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This season marked the 12th time 
Osborne has guided his team to at least 
a share of the Big Eight crown, the sev- 
enth outright title. The other conference 
titles came in 1975, °78, ’81, °82, °83, °84, 
*88, ’91, 92, 93 and °94. 

In each of his 23 seasons as the Husker 
mentor, Osborne has led Nebraska to 
a bowl game. Those 23 bowl appearances 
rank Osborne third all-time behind 
Alabama’s Paul “Bear” Bryant (29) and 
Penn State’s Joe Paterno (26). All 23 of 
Osborne’s bowl appearances have been 
against ranked (AP) teams, and the 
last 11 games, including this year’s with 
Florida, have been against teams ranked 
in the top five, with nine of the 11 
ranked higher than Nebraska. Osborne 
is 9-13 in bowl games. 

Under Osborne, Nebraska’s NCAA 
record string of consecutive winning sea- 
sons has grown to 34, including a record 
27 consecutive seasons with at least 
nine wins. The Huskers’ 1996 Fiesta 
Bowl trip is Nebraska’s 27th straight, also 
an NCAA record. 

National rankings are also common- 
place under Osborne. The Huskers 
have been ranked in every weekly Asso- 
ciated Press poll since 1981, giving ita

poll record 238 weeks in the rankings. 
Since Osborne took over in 1973, 
Nebraska has been ranked in 345 of 348 
AP polls, missing one week in 1977 
and two in 1981. Since 1969, the Corn- 
huskers have appeared in 396 of a pos- 
sible 399 polls. 

Through 23 seasons, Osborne’s teams 
have posted an impressive 53-36-1 (.594) 
mark against ranked AP teams, easily the 
best record for a Nebraska coach. This 
season the Huskers were 3-0 against 
ranked opponents, all top-10 foes, with 
two of the victories coming away from 
home. Osborne is the only Husker men- 
tor to ever beata No. l-ranked team— 
the 17-14 win over Oklahoma in 1978. 

On and off the field, Osborne’s play- 
ers have been highly honored. Seven of 
his players have received the NCAA’s 
highest honor for student-athletes 


selection as one of “Today's Top Eight” 
award, while 42 of his Husker players 
have been honored as First-Team Aca- 
demic All-Americans. Osborne has seen 
his players collect one Heisman, five Out- 
lands, two Lombardis and a Butkus 
Award and has coached a total of 44 All- 
Americans including quarterback 
Tommy Frazier, center Aaron Graham

hen Steve Spurrier 
was hired as head 
football coach at the 
University of Florida 
in 1990, it isn’t likely 
anyone could have 
predicted what was 
going to take place over the next five 
years. 

Prior to his arrival, no Florida team had 


captured an official Southeastern Con- 
ference championship in 56 years as a 
charter member of the league. Spurri- 
er became the first coach in league 
history to capture three outright con- 
ference crowns in his first five seasons 
(1991, 1993 and 1994), and joined the 
legendary Paul “Bear” Bryant as the 
only coach in SEC history to win three 
straight outright league championships 
(1993-95). His four outright SEC titles 
already rank third-best in league history,

years in the conference. 

Prior to 1990 no Gator team 
had ever won more than nine games in 
a season. In six seasons, Spurrier- 
coached Gator teams have won at least 
nine each year, surpassing that total 
four times: 1991 (10 wins), 1993 (11), 
1994 (10) and 1995 (12). 

His overall record of 61-12-1 in the past 
six seasons ranks as the third-best win 
total in college football during the 
1990s and his winning percentage of .831 
is best among any SEC head coach in his- 
tory (minimum of 
five years in the 
league). 

The Gators are one of 
only two teams in the 
nation to finish the 
season ranked in the 
AP Top 10 poll in 
each of the past five 
seasons (1991-95) and 
one of only three 
teams in the country 
to win at least nine 
games in each of the 
six seasons of this 
decade. They have 
now appeared in the 
AP Top 10 poll in 
each of the last 51 
straight ranking 
weeks. 

Florida has had the 
SEC’s best record five 
of the last six seasons 
(6-1 in 1990, 7-0 in 
1991, 8-1 in 1993, 8-1 
in 1994 and 9-0 in 
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1995), producing five bowl appearances, F 
including four major bowl appearances. “7 

Florida has won the SEC Eastern Divi- > 5 
sion Championship in all four years 
of league divisional play — 1992, 1993, 
1994 and 1995, 

Spurrier’s teams have been ranked in © 
the AP national poll in 98 of the 99 
weeks he has been the Gator head 
coach, including the last 98 straight. 
Florida even held the number one 
ranking for seven of the first nine 
weeks of the 1994 season. 

Spurrier has been voted SEC Coach 
of the Year three times (1990, 1991 
and 1994), an honor he also captured 
in the Atlantic Coast Conference as 
head coach at Duke University in 1988 
and 1989. 

His nine-year collegiate head coach- | 
ing record of 81-25-2 (.759) is fifth- 7 
best in the nation among active coach- -}) 
es. His overall head coaching record, 
counting three years in pro ball, is 116- 
44-2 (.722). 

In Spurrier’s initial season at the 
Gator helm in 1990, his team went 9-2, 
finished fifth in the nation in defense 
and 10th in offense while setting 14 
single-season records. 

In 1991, the Gators won 10 games 
for the first time, beating seven league 
foes by a margin of 226-74, and pro- “-} 
ducing the best conference record in 
their history (7-0) and the best by any 
SEC school since 1977. 

That team set seven new school records, 4 
three SEC marks and finished the 
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season ranked ninth in the nation in total 
offense and fourth in passing. They 
led the SEC and were sixth in the nation 
in rushing defense. The Gators’ 5,028 
yards of total offense was a school 
record at that time. 

In 1992, the young Gator team start- 
ed the season 1-2 and bounced back to 
win seven of its last eight games to win 
the Eastern Division title and advance 
to the first-ever SEC Championship 
Game. A heartbreaking loss (28-21) to 
eventual national champion Alabama 
in that contest was followed by a 27-10 
victory over N.C. State in the Gator 
Bowl for a final record of 9-4 and an AP 
ranking of 10th. 

The 1993 Gators set eight SEC records 
and 15 UF marks while ranking fourth 
in the nation in scoring (39.3) and 
passing yards (339.3 ypg). They were sev- 
enth in total offense (476.6 ypg) and aver 
aged a TD once every 15 snaps. Defen- 
sively, UF was ninth in the nation in rush- 
ing defense. 

The 1994 offense scored the most 
points (521) and touchdowns (69) of any 
team in SEC history, leading the con- 
ference, and finished second in the 
nation in scoring average (43.4 ppg). 
They were fourth in the nation in pass- 


ing offense with 311 ypg and led the 
nation in TD passes with 43. 

The Gator defense of ’94 finished 
first in the conference and fifth in the 
nation in rushing defense (84.6 ypg) and 
19th overall. 

The 1995 season has ranked as the most 
glorious in school history as the Gators 
posted their first-ever perfect regular- 
season record (12-0) and won their 
fourth SEC title in the past five years. 
Florida joined Alabama as the only 
schools in SEC history to win three 
consecutive outright league champi- 
onships (1993-95). The offense was 
even better than the record-breaking out- 
fit of 1994 and was arguably the finest 
in the history of the SEC. It shattered 
the league record for average total 
offense per game, with 534 yards per 
game (previously held by the 1970 
Auburn offense, which averaged 485 
yards a contest), while also scoring 
more TDs (74) and points (534) in 
league history. 

Spurrier’s teams at Duke (1987-88- 
89) all led the Atlantic Coast Conference 
in total offense and passing and his 
Gator team in 1990 did the same. In 
1991, 1992, 1993 and 1995, Florida led 
the league in passing. 


Spurrier’s offenses recorded the same 
results at the professional level in the 
USFL from 1983 to 1985 with the Tampa 
Bay Bandits. The 1984 team was the first 
in pro history to produce a 4,000-yard 
passer and two 1,000-yard rushers in the 
same season. 

Spurrier, the 1966 Heisman Trophy 
winner as Florida’s quarterback, start- 
ed his coaching career as the Gators’ 
quarterback coach in 1978. In 1979, he 
served as offensive coordinator and 
quarterbacks coach at Georgia Tech, and 
served in that same capacity at Duke from 
1980 to 1982 before moving to the 
USFL in his first head coaching job 
with the Bandits in 1983. He returned 
to Duke as head coach in 1987 and 
produced that school’s first ACC cham- 
pionship in 24 years during the 1989 
season. 

Spurrier was born on April 20, 1945, 
in Miami Beach, Fla. Steve and Jerri 
Spurrier met while they were UF students 
and were married just before his senior 
season in 1966 at Florida. They now have 
four children: daughters Mrs. Lisa King 
and Mrs. Amy Moody, and sons Steve, 


Jr., a Gator graduate assistant coach, and

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hen young Milton Yeats 
penned the words to 
the University of Flori- 
da’s alma mater in 1925, 
it would have been dif- 
ficult for him to imagine 
that his words would 
endure as testimony to the University 70 
years later. 

Though the words have been 
amended over the years, the images of 
palms and vine-clad halls still reflect 
the University of Florida as it moves 
into the 21st century. 

While Yeats’ “noble gothic walls” are 
reflected in many of the nearly 800 
buildings, the scene is a far cry from 
the campus of 1925, when Gators prid- 
ed themselves on having more than a 
dozen buildings. 

There were about 2,000 students—all 
of them men—enrolled at the University 
of Florida in the mid-’20s. The Univer- 
sity did not officially become co-ed until 
1947, though many women attended 
classes prior to that time. 

Today’s student body, numbering more 
than 39,000, and the University’s 4,000 fac- 
ulty members would no doubt astonish 
Milton Yeats and his Gator cohorts. 

Florida is a major, public, compre- 
hensive, land-grant, research universi- 
ty. The state’s oldest and largest uni- 
versity was officially established in 
Gainesville in 1906. 

Ranking among the nation’s premier 


public universities, the University of

ranked Florida gave Steve Spurri- 
er his 50th UF head coaching 
victory, handing Houston a 45-21 
setback. 

The Gators rolled up 337 passing yards 
and 567 total yards with Danny Wuerf- 
fel and Eric Kresser sharing the quar- 
terback duties. Senior wide receiver 
Chris Doering led the receiving corps with 
six catches for 125 yards and a touchdown. 
Ike Hilliard collected three passes for 66 
yards and a touchdown, and Sarola 
Palmer had four catches for 65 yards and 
a touchdown. Eight different UF players 
were credited with a reception. 

On the ground the Gators rumbled for 
230 yards, as Elijah Williams led the 
way with 93 yards and a career-high—tying 
two touchdowns. Fred Taylor collected 
81 yards and Terry Jackson added anoth- 
er 25. 

Houston, coached by former Gator 
Kim Helton, was able to dent the Gator 
defense, racking up 421 total yards, with 
Larkay James catching six passes for 
143 yards. Cougar QB Chuck Clements 
completed 17 of 37 for 244 yards. 

Florida used a big second quarter to take 
control of the game, as Kresser hit 
Hilliard for 12 yards and a touchdown

ifth-ranked Florida tamed the 
Kentucky Wildcats, 42-7, in each 
squad’s Southeastern Conference 
opener. The win was Florida’s 
ninth straight over Kentucky and 
14th straight versus SEC Eastern 
Division foes. The only downside 
to the contest was that nine Gators 
were injured during the game. 

The Gators accumulated 33 first 
downs and 584 yards in total offense— 
the eighth-best, single-game perfor- 
mance in school history, while the 
Florida defense limited Kentucky to 249 
total yards (127 rushing, 122 pass- 
ing) and just 13 first downs. The UF 
special teams even got into the act, as 
Jacquez Green blocked a first-quarter 


punt which led to a Gator score. 

Redshirt freshman running back 
Terry Jackson, subbing for Elijah 
Williams and Fred Taylor, who were 
injured, turned in an outstanding 
performance, rushing for 138 yards 
and three touchdowns. Wide receiv- 
er Chris Doering, a high school team- 
mate of Jackson, continued his success 
against Kentucky with two touchdown 
receptions from quarterback Danny 
Wuerffel. All told, Doering had a 
game-high seven catches for 80 yards, 
while Wuerffel turned in a workman- 
like effort, completing 21 of 28 pass- 
es for 253 yards.

rasing a 30-14 second-quarter 
deficit, fourth-ranked Florida 
scored 48 straight points en 
route to a 62-37 toppling of 
eighth-ranked Tennessee 
before a crowd of 85,105 and 
an ABC television audience. 
The 62 points scored on Tennessee 
were the most since the Volunteers 
were defeated by Duke, 70-0, in 1893. 

The Gators totaled 584 yards of 
offense (381 yards passing, 203 yards 
rushing), while the Florida defense 
forced four turnovers. 

Ike Hilliard headlined the Gator 
attack with nine catches for 112 yards 
and four touchdowns. The four 
touchdowns were the most by a UF 
receiver in a game vs. an SEC oppo- 
nent and tied the overall record set 
by Jack Jackson vs. New Mexico State 
in 1994, 

Gator quarterback Danny Wuerffel 
also was hot, hitting on 29 of 39 pass- 
es for 381 yards and six touchdowns, 
the most ever by an SEC quarterback 
in a league game. Wuerffel’s 381 was 
the fifth-best passing performance 
in UF history, while the six touch- 
down tosses were the most by a UF 
quarterback against an SEC team 
and one shy of the overall school 
record. 

Terry Jackson turned in another 
solid performance as well, rushing 
for 119 yards. His 66-yard jaunt in 
the fourth quarter was the longest 
run from scrimmage in the Steve 
Spurrier era.

The Florida offense took 
advantage of its few opportunities, 
scoring on four of its eight posses- 
sions, including each of its first three, 
despite only having the ball for just 
under 25 minutes and running only 
59 plays, one shy of Spurrier’s UF low 
since taking over at Florida in 1990. 
Redshirt freshman Jacquez Green 
scored two touchdowns, the first of 
his career, and gained 124 yards of 
all-purpose yardage. Green opened 
the scoring with a 42-yard touchdown 
run on a reverse after UF had gone 
for it on fourth-and-two early in the 
opening quarter. He added a 33-yard 
touchdown reception from Danny 
Wuerffel in the third quarter. 

Wuerffel and Ike Hilliard connect- 
ed on a 13-yard pass play to put the 
Gators up 14-0 midway through the 
first quarter. Then Chris Doering 
caught an eight-yard pass for a touch- 
down following an Ole Miss field 
goal, for a 21-3 halftime lead. 

The Gator defense yielded 325 
yards in total offense and held Ole 
Miss in crucial situations throughout 
the day. Other than its lone touch- 
down, Ole Miss penetrated the Gator 
20-yard line on just three occasions 
and came away with one field goal. 

Terry Jackson led the Gator ground 
attack with 90 yards on 12 carries, 
while Elijah Williams added 44 rush- 
ing yards.

o. 3 Florida overcame a 10-0 
deficit and scored 28 unanswered 
points en route to a 49-38 win 
over No. 7 Auburn. The 1995 
Gators became just the fourth UF 
squad to start the season 6-0 
(the first since 1969), and just the 
second to begin conference play 5-0. The 
win snapped a two-game losing streak 
to the Tigers. 

A 21-point second quarter explosion, 
in a 3:03 span, gave UF a commanding 
35-20 halftime lead. First, Elijah Williams’ 
one-yard touchdown run gave the 
Gators the lead for good at 21-20. A 
Lawrence Wright interception set up 
Danny Wuerffel’s 22-yard touchdown 
strike to Ike Hilliard and the barrage con- 
cluded with an 11-yard touchdown toss 
to Chris Doering with just 29 seconds 
left in the half. 

Wuerffel overcame a 1-for-9 start to 
lead a balanced offense that produced 
577 yards of total offense and the most 
points UF has ever scored against an 
Auburn team. Three of his four touch- 
down passes went to senior Chris Doer- 
ing, who finished with five catches. 
Fred Taylor rushed for a personal sea- 
son-best 111 yards and Williams finished 
with 97 yards. 

Meanwhile, the Gator defense shut 
down the Auburn running attack in 
the first half, allowing tailback Stephen 
Davis just 40 yards. The pass rush 
and secondary pressured Patrick Nix 
all day, as the conference’s leading per- 
centage passer completed just 15 of 37 
attempts and threw two interceptions.

lorida put the finishing touches on 
a perfect Southeastern Confer- 
ence regular season (8-0), and 
set a school record with its 10th 
consecutive win of the season and 
12th straight SEC victory. The 
1995 Gators are the first in school 
history to go 8-0 in SEC play. 

While the Gators’ offense struggled 
early, the defense and special teams 
controlled the game. The defense held 
Vanderbilt to 1.6 yards per rush (84 yards 
on 51 carries), including minus-six 
yards in the second quarter. 

On special teams, Mike Peterson 
blocked his second field goal of the 
year, then Sam McCorkle blocked a 
Bill Marinangel punt on Vanderbilt’s 
next possession. They were Florida’s 


sixth and seventh blocked kicks of

The Florida offense did generate

ith a school-record crowd of 
85,711 and an ABC televi- 
sion audience watching, the 
third-ranked Gators remained 
perfect on the 1995 season. 
Florida tied the all-time school 
record for consecutive wins 
and joined the 1993 squad as the only two 
teams in school history to win 11 games. 

The Gators used an explosive first- 
half offense, an impressive defensive per- 
formance and several big plays to key the 
victory over their intrastate rivals. 

The UF defense held the Seminoles 
to six points and 126 yards in the first 
half, and in the fourth quarter, FSU was 
limited to 40 yards in total offense and 
was intercepted three times. Overall, the 
Seminoles managed just 322 yards in total 
offense, well below its nationeading aver- 
age of 574.5 yards a game. 

The Gators scored three TDs in the sec- 
ond quarter to build a 28-6 lead at the 
half. UF’s final score of the first half came 
on a 20-yard pass from Danny Wuerffel 
to Chris Doering, his 30th career grab 
and 16th of the season, both SEC and 
UF records. 

FSU closed the gap to 28-14, but Flori- 
da answered with a 74-yard touchdown 
catch by Ike Hilliard on its next play from 
scrimmage. 

Wuerffel finished 25 of 40 for 443 
yards and four TDs to boost his season 
total to an SEC-record 33. Hilliard fin- 
ished with six catches (two for TDs) 
and 192 yards, the third-best single- 
game total in UF history. Doering, one 
of 16 seniors making their final appear- 
ance at Florida Field, caught seven balls 
for 124 yards. The seniors won their 
school-record 41st game.

icans easily dispatched Brazil, 90-63. 

Though he didn’t score as many 
points as Lucas, Bradley's defense, 
passing, and clutch shooting proved 
vital in keeping the Americans’ 37- 
game Olympic winning streak intact 
during the 1964 games in Tokyo. Aided 
by Bradley's 10 points a game, the U.S. 
cruised to nine more victories and 
another gold medal. A star at Princeton, 
Bradley went on to a standout career 
with the New York Knicks and as a 
United States Senator. 

Mullin, a popular dead-eye shoot- 
er from St. John’s, can be excused for not 
leading the 1984 gold-medal-winning 
team in scoring. A guy named Michael 
Jordan (17.1) did that, but Mullin fol- 
lowed with 11.6 a game, shooting .567 
from the floor and 77 percent from the 
free-throw line. In a semifinal win over 
Canada, he knocked down 20 points, 
demonstrating his beautiful touch and 
uncanny range to millions watching. The 
following spring, Mullin led St. John’s to 
the Final Four and later that summer was 
chosen seventh by the Golden State 
Warriors in the NBA’s first draft lottery. 

Olympic history is packed with 
classic moments. To be sure, the fine 
efforts of selfless athletes like Lucas, 
Bradley and Mullin, who connected 
with their teammates to produce gold, 
will long be remembered by fans who 
followed their paths to glory as well as 
by future generations that embrace 
the Olympic spirit of teamwork and 
sportsmanship.

WILLIE DAVENPORT 


t's probably safe to say that Willie 
“Breeze” Davenport has cleared 
more hurdles than any individual 
alive. As a five-time Olympic ath- 
lete who distinguished himself in 
the 110-meter high hurdles, Willie 
spent countless hours on the track 
developing his form, perfecting his 
rhythm, lowering his times and 
overcoming the personal adversity 
that all athletes must face. 

Early in his career, as a high school 
champion sprinter in Ohio, Willie real- 
ized that he had the physical ability to 
become a world-class track and field 
star. But he realized that he would need 
to possess something else that would 
be equally vital to his future success: the 
mental attitude of a champion. This 
combination of confidence, work ethic, 
discipline and the air of invincibility is 
what ultimately separated Willie from 
the rest of the pack. At each stop along 
his road to success—high school, the U.S. 
Army, Southern University—he devel- 
oped what he calls “a killer instinct" for 
being the best. 

“The feeling of victory is so special 
that I always want to be a winner in 
whatever I do. While competing in 
track and field, for example, I knew 
in my head that there was only one 
gold medal, but I always thought, ‘why 
shouldn't I be the one to get it?” 

After a last-minute injury hampered 
his performance at the Tokyo Olympic 
Games in 1964, Willie was the one to 
capture the gold medal four years later 
in Mexico City. Not only did he estab- 
lish himself as the best high hurdler in 
the world that day, but his time set an 
Olympic record as well. Willie com- 
peted in the same event again in both 
the 1972 Olympics in Munich and the 
1976 Games in Montreal, where, after

winning’ the 
bronze medal, he 
was selected by 
his teammates to 
carry the Ameri- 
can flag in the 
closing 
monies. 

Perhaps the 
most revealing 
testament to 
Willie's drive and 
athletic versatil- 
ity came in 1980, 
when, at age 36, 
he was selected 
for the USS. 
Olympic bobsled 
team. Though his 
four-man squad 
finished in 12th 
place, he became 
the first African 
American male 
to represent the 
United States 
in the Winter 
Games and only 
the second ath- 
lete to compete 
in both the Sum- 
mer and Winter 
Olympics. 

The lessons 
and lifestyle he 
gleaned from 
athletic compe- 
tition continued 
to serve him well 
after he hung up 
his track shoes (and bobsled). Today, as 
a Lieutenant Colonel in the National 
Guard, where he serves as the track 
coach for the all-Army track team, 
Willie maintains his “killer instinct” in 


cere- 
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reaching personal and professional 
goals. And he continues to teach young 
athletes that, with the proper mental for- 
titude, no hurdle—real or imagined— 
is too high to clear. @®

THE BIRTH OF 


THE FIE 


These folks’ hard work and preparation behind closed doors paid off when the 
NCAA’s Extra Events Committee approved a Fiesta Bowl game on April 26, 1971. 


twas 1968 when former Arizona State 
University president G. Homer Durham 
spoke at an athletic awards banquet and 
proposed that Phoenix should have a 
football game. 

The idea could have died right there, 
as it had several times in the past. But A- 
zona Republic sports editor Verne Boatner 
wrote a column supporting the idea, 
and several Valley of the Sun businessmen 
banded together to bring a bowl game 
to Phoenix. 

Getting a bowl game anywhere is a 
long shot. Countless contingents from 
cities all over the country yearly parade 
before the NCAA’s Extra Events Com- 
mittee, lavish presentations in hand, 
only to be told, “No, the NCAA doesn’t 
need another bow] game.” 

And in December of 1968, a bowl game 
for Phoenix was merely an idea, let alone 
a well-thought out plan to place before 
the NCAA. 

But then things started to roll. Promi- 
nent Valley sports enthusiast Glenn 
Hawkins called a meeting of the area’s 
top community leaders, who ultimately 
put together the package that was to 


become one of the most phenomenal sto- 


ries in bowl history. 

“There was a lot of interest,” Boatner 
said at the time, “a lot more than I 
thought there would be. I didn’t believe 
that so many influential people could be 
brought together in one place.” 

Jack Stewart, who was one of the driving 
forces for bringing the game to Phoenix, 
was elected to head the effort. He and the 
current original members of the Executive 
Committee — Hawkins, George Isbell, Jim 
Meyer, Donald D. Meyers, Karl Eller, 
Bill Shover and George Taylor, later to be 
joined by Don Dupont — put together 
the plan that would get an NCAA sanc- 
tion for the game. 

Key to the Fiesta effort was to win over 
the Western Athletic Conference for a tie- 
up. Wiles Hallock, then the WAC Com- 
missioner, provided the direction to 
achieve that—his immediate past position 
had been as director of public relations 
at the NCAA's headquarters in Kansas City. 

With Hallock along, the Phoenix group 
appeared before the NCAA Extra Events 
Committee on Jan. 10, 1970, in Wash- 
ington, D.C.

It was at that time that the group pro- 
posed to make the bowl a charitable 
venture, with portions of the proceeds 
committed to the fight against drug 
abuse. 

This was to be a key point for the Fies- 
ta Bowl. The NCAA had granted only one 
new bowl during the 1960s, Atlanta’s 
Peach Bowl, also a charity game. 

The Fiesta’s effort, however, was thor- 
ough. Stan Bates, then Washington State 
athletic director and chairman of the 
NCAA Extra Events Committee, said 
that he never had seen a group as well 
prepared. 

The group stressed vital points in its pre- 
sentation. They told the NCAA that the 
Rose Bowl was the only bowl game out- 
side of the South and that Arizona had 
the population and the climate. The 
game would be played for a worthy 
cause. And they hastened to add that good 
WAC teams had been overlooked for 
bowl appearances in the past. 

“Your presentation was so well received 
that I can think of no important questions 
to ask,” Bates said afterwards. 

But victory was to be further away. On 
April 27, 1970, the NCAA Council, the | 
official policy-making body of the orga- 
nization, rejected six bowl bids, includ- 
ing one for the Valley of the Sun. 

The postponement was to last only a year, 
however. On April 26, 1971, the Coun- 
cil approved the bowl game and the 
Fiesta Bowl was born. 

Now in the Fiesta Bowl’s 25th Anniver- 
sary, the founders’ dreams and hard 
work have paid off with a national cham- 
pionship game in this year’s Tostitos 
Fiesta Bowl Football Classic and one of 
the nation’s leading festival of events. 

Don Meyers, who has been an inte- 
gral part of the Fiesta Bowl’s success 
from the very beginning, was honored this 
year with the first ever Fiesta Bowl Life- 
time Achievement Award. Meyers, and all 
of the founders, would never let the 
Fiesta Bowl be just another bowl game. 

Tonight’s game clearly shows that.

Florida State quarterback Gary Huff, who was

SUN DEVIL 


STADIUM 


ince 1971, Arizona State Universi- 

ty’s beautiful Sun Devil Stadium has 

been the site of the Tostitos Fiesta 

Bowl. Just like the Tostitos Fiesta 

Bowl Football Classic itself, the sta- 
dium has grown and gained a reputa- 
tion as one of the nation’s best. 

The most recent additions to Sun 
Devil Stadium were completed in 1989. 
A three-tiered press box with luxury sky 
boxes was completed in August 1989. Sun 
Devil Stadium’s current capacity, 73,656, 
makes it the largest on-campus stadium 
in the Pacific-10 Conference. 

Sun Devil Stadium is ideally placed 
between two small mountains—the 
Tempe Buttes—which have comfort- 
ably accommodated the stadium’s 
growth. Originally built in 1958, addi- 
tions to the stadium began in 1976, 
increasing the capacity to 57,222. In 1977, 
the capacity was increased to 70,491. 

During the 
1977 stadium 
expansion, 
design features 
enabled the 
building to be 
modernized 
without light sup- 
ports, sound sys- 
tem supports or 
construction pil- 
lars in the view- 
ing line of the 
spectators. 

In 1988, the 
expansion added 
a loge seating sec- 
tion that com- 
pleted the oval 
of the stadium 
and added near- 
ly 1,700 seats. 
Also added to 
the south end of 
the stadium was 
a state-of-the-art 
scoreboard and 


four-color video replay board. 
Following the 1992 Fiesta Bowl, Arizona 
State University lowered the stadium’s 
playing surface approximately four feet 
and widened the field considerably to
